EUROPE’S WAR CLOUD PASSING AWAY. 


The Czar Reported as Being Anxious for 
Peace, but Quietly Continues Prep 
arations for War.

Lonpon, March 12. — Fitzmaurice, 
Under Foreign Secretary, repudiated the 
intention attributed the Government. 
He admitted there had been a passing 
cloud of misunderstanding with Germany, 
which, however, had happily been re- 
moved. Gladstone said he wished it dis- 
tinctly understood that Bismarck’s dis- 
patch of May 5th had never been delivered 
to the English Government. He re- 
gretted this, because the dispatch would 
have received all the friendly attention it 
well deserved. Gladstone said he would 
stand behind no man in the value he at- 
tached to the friendship of Germany. 
[Great cheering throughout the house. 
He must say, however, he was not pre- 
pared to admit the friendship of any 
country in the world was now, or ever 
had been, necessary to enable England to 
maintain her position. He thought where 
German colonization operations were bona 
fide and consistent with the rights 
of all parties, England, with a due re- 
gard to the claims of her own colonists, 
ought to meet Germany in no grudging 
spirit, and should refrain from discuss- 
ing the occupation of this or that spot 
after the manner of hucksters, showing a 
disposition o grudge what we are unable 
to hold. H Germany became a colonizing 
power he would only say God-speed to 
her. He hoped she would become Eng- 
land’s partner and ally in the work of 
civilizing the world. This was the spirit 
in which he viewed the matter, regardless 
of this or that dispatch. Germany 
w ould have the best and heartiest wishes 
of the English Government, and every 
encouragement which it was in their 
power to give. [Great cheering. | 

| EFFORTS FOR PEACE. | 

Lonpon, March 12.—The relations be- 
tween England and Russia are assuming a 
more favorable aspect. Baron de Staal 
reported to Granville the contents of a dis- 
patch from De Giers, the Russian Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs, in which it was 
stated that the Czar earnestly desires a 
speedy and peacelul solution to the exist- 
ing difficulty. De Giers denies the Rus- 
sian outposts have been advannced 
beyond the limit claimed as the frontier. 
It is reported that De Staal informed 
Granville the movement of Russian troops 
toward Askabab was not ordered until 
their position on the frontier bacame 
threatening. Autograph letters have 
been 6xchanged between Queen Victoria 
and Emperor William, and the latter 1s 
using his personal influence with the 
Czar to preserve peace. Bismarck remains 
passive, and has made no official repre- 
sentation to Russia. 
The Government has issued an order 
directing that all untrained soldiers forth- 
with be put through a complete musketry 
course.

Attacked— Fresh Placards. 
Varna, March 12.— The Turkish author- 
jties in the Arabian province of Hedjaz 
have seized hundreds of placards distrib- 
uted by emissaries of El Mahdi at Jeddah, 
Dokah, Lithand other seaport towns op- 
posite Soudan. The placards order the 


‘faithful’? to organize and expel the 
Turks from Arabia, promising that the 
Prophet will soon arrive at Jeddah and 
lead his hosts to Mecca, where there will 
be such a display in the sky as to leave no 
doubt of his identity. 

Svuakim, March 12,—When the attack 
was made upon the ordnance inclosure of 
the garrison by El Mahdi’s men last 
night the rebels in answering to the 
challenge of the pickets replied ‘‘Friends.” 
They then swarmed into the zebera, over- 
powered the pickets and attacked the 
guards, but hearing the men landing 
from the gunboat Condor they decamped, 
carrying off with them all their dead 
and wounded, except the body of their 
leader, Abdul, who was Osman Digna’s 
standard bearer. Six British guards were 
killed and seven wounded. | 

~ Carrno, March 12.—A dispatch just re- 
ceived from Suakim states that heavy 
firing from Osman Digna’s force continues 
this (Thursday) evening. The Sikhs and 
East Surrey regiments, mainly composed 
of Londoners, are returning the fire. At 
the time the dispatch was sent the bugles 
of the British camp were souneing a gen- 
eral alarm.

“THE CHINESE MUST Go.“ 


A Landing Forbiddeu at Victoria — 
City Council's Kesolutions. 

Victoria, B. C., March 12.—On the ar- 
rival of the steamer Geo. E. Starr from 
Puget Sound to-day, twenty Chinese pas- 
sengers were not allowed to land, and 
will have to retirn to Puget Sound to- 
day. The police are acting under orders 
from the provincial government, and the 
dominion customs officials are powerless. 
There is much excitement in Chinatown 
and writs of habeas corpus are threatened. 
Vicroxia, B. C., March 12.—The City 
Council at a meeting resolved that the 
Council records its unreserved dissent 
from the récommendations made by the 
commissioners to continue to allow the 
Chinese to come into this Province; that 
in the opinion of this Council the findings 
of the commissioners are not justified by 
the facts; that the presence of Chinese is 
and has been highly injurious to the in- 
dustrial population of this Province, and 
that our representatives in the Dominion 
Parliament at Ottawa have been instruct- 
ed to bring to the notice of the Dominion 
Government the views expressed in this 
resolution, and urge upon them by every 
constitutional means at their command 
the necessity that still exists for immedi- 
ate legislation to restrict the immigration 
of Chinese into Canadh, as being antagon- 
istic to the moral, social and material 
well-being, not only of this Province, but 
of the Dominion at large. The resolution 
was carried unanimously.

THE RINGS, CLOWNS AND RING-MASTERS- 


Closing Scenes in Both Houses at the Break- 
up—Firebaugh’s Fire and Asbe’s 
Burning, Ete. 


[eTarr CORRESPONDENOE OF THE TIMES. } 


SACRAMENT), March 11 .—To say that 
the legislative halls have been turned 
into a bear garden for the last three 
days, would not begin to describe the 
scenes therein enacted. The greatest 
show on earth, with the greatest hum- 
bug of the world at its head—P. T. 
Barnum in propria persone—with lous 
rings and Van Amburgh’s and Fore- 
paugh’s menageries combined, and 
Jumbo and the baby elephant thrown in, 
would not begin to compare with it, be- 
cause Barnum would not think of plac- 
ing more than two clowns in each ring, 
making eight in all, while the House 
has furnished thirty, more or less, and 
the Senate about a dozen. The ring- 
masters in both these bodies have 
cracked their whips at a lively rate, and 
the clowns have danced at each crack 
with a jollity and hilarity that was 
hardly expected from men of their age. 
They have had crowded houses, too, 
and no spectator has gone away dissat- 
isfied @ not getting the worth of his 


money, because the admittance was 
free, and if anything will call out a 
large audience in Sacramento it is a 
free show. 

The cause of this hilariousness 
originated in the Senate on Monday 
afternoon, when Cross’s concurrent 
resolution for an adjournment sine die 
at 12 o0’clock, midnight, was adopted. 
The news of this action spread rapidly, 
and was known by all the members 
long before it was officially communi- 
cated to the House. As soon as it 
was received a motion was made to take 
up Senate messages. This was met 
by Munday with a resolution to ad- 
journ, and was amended so as to take a 
recess till 7:30 that evening, which 
was carried. In the meantime the irri- 
gation lobby got together and strength- 
ened the backbone of many of their 
friends, who were ready to vote for the 
resolution, by holding out the alluring 
hope that by refusing to concur they 
could force the Senate to take some 
action on the irrigation bills. Noses 
were counted, and to their disgust they 
tound that they were in a minority, 
and that if the resolution to adjourn 
sine die was allowed to come to 
a vote it would be adopted. 
Then the order went forth to 
filibuster and prevent action on 
the resolution. As Munday, of So- 
noma, had been entrusted with the man- 
agement of the irrigation bills, he was 
also by common consent of the filibus- 
ters looked to as a leader in this effort 
of a minority of one branch of the Leg- 
islature to compel action by a co- 
ordinate branch on a subject which, 
while it is of paramount importance to 
thousands of people, still has no possi- 
ble chance of passing the Senate as at 
present constituted, unless, indeed, cer- 
tain members at the eleventh hour are 
overtaken by a change of heart.“ 
Coleman, of San Mateo, who has voted 
with the irrigationists on all questions, 
called up Senate messages at the even- 
ing session of Monday, and called for 
the previous question. Immediately 
Munday moved to adjourn, and motions 
to amend by taking a recess and ad- 
journing to a stated time the fol- 
lowing day followed each other in 
rapid succession. Finally the mo- 
tion te adjourn was voted down, 
and then a call of the House 
was demanded. These motions were 
not debatable, but eventually a motion 
was got before the House on which the 
orators could pour out their fervid 
eloquence. After two hours of this sort 
of business a majority of the members 
were tired out, and the House adjourned 
until Tuesday morning at 10 o’clock. 
The morning session of Tuesday lasted 
only half an hour and no business was 
done, a recess being taken until 2 
o’clock, At the afternoon session the 
tax levy bill was taken up and passed, 
and, after the transaction of some other 
business, the House recessed again 
until 7:30 p. m 

In the meantime, from Monday after- 
noon till Tuesday evening the Senate 
had amused itself by voting down mo- 
tions to take up bills out of their regular 
order, waiting for the Assembly to take 
action on their concurrent resolutions. 
An attempt was made Tuesday after- 
noon to take up one of the irrigation 
bills, but it was defeated, receiving 
twenty-two votes out of thirty-eight 
cast, just four short of the necessary 
two-thirds. As predicted in my last 
letter, Senator Days voted with the irri- 
gationists on this proposition. After 
some further dallying the Senate re- 
cessed till evening. 

The tactics of Monday night were 
adopted in the Assembly by the filibus- 
terers at the evening session, except 
that they were enlivened by a speech 
from the irrepressible Firebaugh. Dur- 
ing his remarks Firebaugh said that the 
irrigation measures were conceived in 
sin and begotten in iniquity. Not deem- 
ing his language sufficiently strong he 
went further, and said it was his belief 
that they were bought through the As- 
sembly. He was frequently interrupt- 
ed, and created much amusement, as he 
is looked upon by the majority of the 
members as a fit subject for the new 
insane asylum. However, when he sat 


down, Ashe of Kern rose and advanced 


up the aisle until he reached Fire- 
baugh’s desk, when he stopped. The 
Speaker had recognized him, and he 
proceeded to score Mr. Firebaugh 
for his assertion that members had 
been bribed to vote for irrigation, In 
the course of his remarks he called on 
Firebaugh to name the members, and 
denounced what he said in forcible 
language, winding up by saying that he 
had voted for the irrigation bills, and 
that what Firebaugh had said about 
their supportersſwas base and calumni- 
ous, and he flung it in his teeth.“ 
During Ashe’s remarks the utmost 
silence reigned, and his speech had the 
effect of stopping the monkey-shines of 
he members, and sobering them up to 
a realization of what they were about, 
which was taken advantage of to ad- 
journ, not, however, without one final 
effort to make it sine die. 

It was now 10 o’clock, and the Sen- 
ats was still in session, waiting to hear 
from the Assembly in regard to its ac- 
tion on the concurrent resolution. 
When it was discovered that the Assem- 
bly had adjourned without even con- 
sidering the resolution many Senators 
expressed themselves in language more 
forcible than polite at what they termed 
the discourtesy of the Assembly. Some 
of them assert that such a thing is un- 
paralleled in the history of legislative 
bodies. But their assumed dignity did 
not prevent them from resorting to the 
same methods that had prevailed in the 
House. An attempt was made to ad- 
journ until to-day, but Spencer of 
Napa, Vrooman and others held that 
the Senate had received no official 
notification from the Assembly, and 
was bound to stay in session until the 
hour set for adjournment sine die, 
when, if no word was received, an ad- 
journment till the next day could be 
taken. Other Senators differed from 
this view of the question, but they 
were unable to secure enough votes to 
carry their point, and after a ‘‘circus’’ 
which lasted half an hour the Senate 
recessed until 11:55 o’clock. When 
they again met no business was done 
beyond calling the roll. A call of the 
Senate was ordered, but ere it was 
completed President Daggett’s gavel 
fell, and he declared the Senate ad- 
journed on account of the end of the 
legislative day having been reached. 

FINAL ADJOURNMENT. 
At. the close of Tuesday night’s pro- 
ceedings it seemed to dawn on the 
minds of the irrigationists that their 
cause was hopeless, and that it was 
useless to carry their fight any further. 
In consequence of this determination 
orders were issued to the filibusters 
in the Assembly to cease their ob- 
struction and agree to adjourn sine die 
whenever it pleased the majority to so 
order.

He succeeded in his object, 
as the bill passed both Houses, in spite 
of an effort to kill it by the overland 
insurance companies, and was signed 
by the Governor. 

The bill establishing Police Courts in 
cities having 30,000 and under 100. 
000 inhabitants also passed both houses 
and will become a law. 

When Senate bill 323, relating to 
payment of mileage to sheriffs, came 
up for amendment last week in 
the Senate, Senator Lowe stated 
that he had introduced the bill by 
request, and had not examined 
it before offering. When his attention 
was called to the amount of mileage 
provided by the bill, fifty cents per 
mile and traveling expenses, he ex- 
pressed surprise, and moved an amend- 
ment reducing the amount to $7 per 
[diem and actual traveling expenses. 
Eventually the bill was passed, 
allowing $5 and actual expenses. 
Senator Lowe says he has learned a 
lesson; and will never again introduce 
a bill at any one’s request without 
reading it. 

The Governor has signed the com- 
mission of Brigadier General John R. 
Matthews, First Brigade, National 
Guards California, and it has been for- 
warded to him. 

One of the last bills presented to the 
Governor for his approval was that 
authorizing the Board of Fish Commis- 
sioners to construct a steam launch.

San Francisco Chronicle, March 11.] 
Monday’s vote in the Senate con- 
firms the apprehensions expressed in 
this column on that day regarding the 


feeling of a majority of the Senate on 
the irrigation question. Twenty- 
one Senators voted to kill the 
irrigation measures by an ad- 
journment. On Friday, it will 
be remembered, twenty-one Sen- 
ators voted to take up the irriga- 


tion measures out of their turn, but 
when the test vote was taken on Mon- 
day, five of these twenty-one—to-wit, 
Beauvais, Lynch, McClure, Vrooman 
and Whitney voted to kill them. Cross, 
who has fought irrigation with venom- 
ous spite all through, taunted the irri- 
gators with only having seventeen votes. 
There were seventeen who voted against 
adjournment. But the list included 
Days and Baldwin, who cannot cer- 
tainly be counted as friends of irriga- 
tion. The following list probably in- 
cludes all the Senators who have 
been steadily faithful to the cause of 
agriculture in Southern California 
at this session of the Legislature: Red- 
dy, Del Valle, Filcher, Foster, Hurl- 
burt, the two Johnsons, Lowe, Mahler, 
Routier, Spencer of Stanislaus and 
Wright of Solano—twelve in all, and 
the following list will show the men who 
have steadily opposed irrigation, not 
including men who have wobbled, and 
been sometimes on one side, sometimes 
on the other: Spencer of Napa, Cross 
and Wallis of Nevada, Boone, Chand- 
ler, Cox, Creighton, Dougherty, Drum, 
Kelly, Kellogg, Langford, Parker, Perry, 
Taylor —fifteen in all. 

These little lists are good to stick up 
on the wall against next year’s election. 
A nominating convention which takes 
the risk of nominating for office-a man 
who has made himself conspicuous by 
opposing the development of agricult- 
ure in Southern California will only 
have itself to blame when its ticket is 
beaten.

ever published. His work has been 
directed in this line for nearly 60 years 
—a fact which alone gives some 
idea of the magnitude of the task. 
Two parts have already been published, 
and the indefatigable scholar hopes to 
issue a third within the course of a 
year. He calculates that the work is 
about half completed, and adds with a 
tinge of sadness that its full completion 
must be left to other hands.
